Some Suggestions from Management of Other 
Government Holdings. 


than 700,000 acres have been acquired for na- 
il forest purposes in the Southern Appalachians and 
ountains, of which considerably more than half 
was secured during 1913. These lands are being pro- 


cted against fire and the work of the government has 
greatly strengthened local sentiment against forest fires. 
Some 250 miles of trail, to help in fire control, were com- 
pleted during the year.

MISSOURIS PEARL BUTTONS. 


An Important Industry of the State Built 
Upon Mussel Shells. 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record.] 
Jefferson City, Mo., December 21. 

Pearl-button factories in La Grange, Canton, Lou 
isiana and Memphis, all flourishing Missouri manufac- 
turing centers during the fiscal year which the 1913 
Missouri Red Book covers, manufacture pearl buitons 
and other ornaments to the value of $339,470, according 
to information imparted today by Commissioner John 
T. Fitzpatrick of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
manufacturing of pearl buttons is a unique industry 
common to the northeastern section of the State. 

Of the seven factories which report, three are in Can- 
ton and two in La Grange, Lewis county; one in Lou- 
isiana, Pike county, and the seventh in Memphis, Scot- 
land county. 

Millions of mussel shells are used to produce the out- 
put of $339,470 of pearl buttons and ornaments. It is 
stated by Supervisor of Statistics A. T. Edmondston 
that the number of buttons turned out was 188,749,296, 
ranging in size from those with a diameter two inches, 
used by the female portion of the race to button together 
the slit in the latest fangled skirt, down to those with 
a diameter’ef a quarter of an inch, employed to hold 
in place the dainty lingeries. 

In three years the industry for Missouri increased 
from five to seven factories, and the output went up 
One Mis- 


from the value of $267,794 to what it is now. 
souri factory shipped its output as far east as Germany 
and England, which fact speaks highly for Missouri 
pearl buttons, as farther east there are many such fac- 
tories. Purchasers could have saved freight charges 
by buying in the East, but preferred the Missouri prod- 
uct. Shipments are also made into every State and to 
Mexico,

In former years a goodly portion of the shells used by

The shells used in producing this tremendous array 
of pearl buttons mentioned cost $129,522. The seven 
factories gave employment to 373 male workers and 98

A compre- 
hensive report on Florida has just been issued by the 
United States Geological Survey in Water-Supply Paper 
319—"“Geology and Ground Waters of Florida’—by 
George C. Matson and Samuel Sanford, prepared in co- 
operation between the Federal Survey and the Florida 
Geological Survey. 

Part I of the report is devoted to the geography of the 
State, the nature of the country, the relief, the drain- 
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age, lakes, rivers and swamps of the upland or lake 
region, the underground drainage and springs, the Ever- 
glades and cypress swamps of the southern part of the 
peninsula, and the coral reefs, sounds, inlets and keys 
of the coast. The origin and character of the soils are 
also discussed. Part II discusses the geologic forma- 
tions, including phosphate rock, which, next to water, is 
the State’s greatest natural mineral resource, and Part 
III deals in considerable detail with the underground 
waters. Part IV comprises a description of each of the 


52 counties, under the headings general features, geology, 
quality and development. In-

cluded in this part is a detailed description of a large 
number of wells, with information at what depth and 
in what rock formation water may be obtained in the 
different localities. Water-Supply Paper 319 contains 
450 pages, is accompanied by a general topographic and 
geologic map of the State of Florida, and is further 
illustrated by diagrams and photographs. <A cop. of 
this valuable report may be obtained free of charge on 
application to the Director of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, Washington, D. C.

A letter of inquiry regarding the most important

Some orchardigts use no commercial ferti- 
manure. Others feed the trees by fertilizing the crops 
grown between the rows, while some rent the land be- 
tween the rows, reserving a strip along the row which 
they (the owners) cultivate and fertilize independent 


of the rest of the land. Estimates as to the actual cost 


of tilizing the trees alone are very difficult to ob- 
tail Some replies indicated that from $10 to $25 per 
acre was paid annually for fertilizer for the land, in- 


cluding both that given the trees and the intercrops. 
Others showed that to apply two pounds of fertilizer 
to each tree during the season of its planting and to 
increase this-by one pound per tree each year there- 
after had cost thus far from $1.50 to $2 per acre. 

(5) Have you found the growing of other crops be- 
tween the trees to be practicable, and, if so, about how 
much per acre have been the annual gross returns from 
such crops? 

(4) What crops have you found to be most prac- 
ticable for growing between pecan trees? 

The invariable reply to these inquiries was in favor 
of growing intercrops. Cotton, corn and leguminous 
crops were most commonly recommended, although a 
few from truck-growing districts reported much better 
returns from vegetable production. One or two re- 
ported very favorably on growing nursery stock. Some 
said that during the first five to seven years the land 
would be quite as valuable for cultivated crops as open 
land It is obvious, however, that after the trees 
reach bearing age the value of the land between the 
rows for intercropping must depreciate rapidly. 

(7) Have you kept any record of the cost of culti- 
If so, about how much has it been per acre 
each year, including both the cultivation of the trees 
and the creps between the rows? 

With but one or two exceptions the replies to this 
inquiry were to the effect that no record had been kept. 
Such records as have been kept include the cost of cul- 
tivating the intercrops, and it was therefore impos- 
si to determine the separate cost of cultivating the 
trees. One letter stated that the annual cost of culti- 
vating the trees would not be more than $1 per acre; 
another, that this cost would not exceed $5 per acre. 

lhe questions asked omitted a discussion of the price 
of the trees, the cost of planting, the salary of a super- 
visor, the cost of replanting dead trees, pruning, spray- 
ing and harvesting the crop, and many other items 
Which must be taken into account when a complete rec- 
ord of the cost of establishing and maintaining pecan 
orchards is undertaken. As it is customary to plant 
fr 17 to 20 trees per acre, the cost of the trees can 


b uickly computed by consulting the nurserymen’s

price-lists. The other factors are all either very vari- 
able or else few data are available. 

Pecan orchards demand the same intelligent manage- 
ment as other orchards. It is sometimes held that be- 
ing a native of the forest the tree not only needs no 
cultivation, but will do better without it. This theory 
might be applied with equal reason to any fruit tree, 
and in answer it is only necessary to suggest a com 
parison between wild and cultivated apples, pears, or 
anges or other fruits. The impression that the pecan 
tree has no enemies in the way of insect pests or fun- 
gous diseases; that it is not subject to damage from 
drought, wet weather or freezing temperatures, and 
that the nuts are in unlimited demand at a dollar or 
more a pound, is at variance with the facts. The pecan 
is often subject to serious injury by numerous insects 
and diseases, and it is also much affected by unfavor- 
able weather. Warm spells in winter followed by sharp 
freezes not infrequently result in the death of young 
trees; rains occasionally interfere with pollination; 
prolonged dry weather causes the nuts to be small and 


perhaps to drop prematurely, and warm, wet weather 


may cause the nuts to become moldy or to germinate 
while still in the hulls. Although in the past choice 
pecans have frequently brought two, three or more 
cents a nut when sold by the pound, it is evident that 
when sold on their merit in competition with wild 
pecans, and when the orchards now being planted reach 
bearing age, the prices will fall materially below the 
figures now often cited by enthusiastic exploiters 

The prospective pecan grower should, of course, bear 
in mind that no horticultural product is free from its 


troubles, and while the pecan has its full share 


its cul 
ture probably has no more drawbacks than other simi 
lar industries. Ordinarily, commercial returns are not 
to be expected until the trees are 10 to 12 years old 
The length of time trees will continue to bear is a mat 
; Commonly, old seedling trees are 
moderate bearers, the heavy bearers being fairly young 
or of middle age. The indications are that the most 
productive trees of the forest are not long lived, and as 
the varieties selected and propagated for planting in 
orchards are usually heavy bearers, it is not improb 


able that the shorter-lived varieties are unconsciously 


selected at the same time It is, therefore, not un 
likely that tl ife of bearing pecan trees in orchard

Permanency Essential in Road Building

If the engineer is experienced in his work the first 
thing he will do is to study the existing traffic cver 
the main thoroughfares. Very often by a. sligh 
change in location one road can be made to serve the 
needs of certain sections which originally required two 
or more. Publie roads are lilt for the use and accom 
modation of the people, and a census should first be 
taken to ascertain in what direction a road could be 


built to serve the largest number of pe 


After the general direction for the road to take is de 
cided upon, the question of location is one which th 
engineer should give considerable 
ers should realize that th 
not for the present time only, but for years to come, and

spect. The location of the road should be the foremost 
consideration. Time was when public roads were used 
as dividing lines between farms, their alignment taking 
the zigzag course of property lines, or they were located 
in creek beds or low swampy places where land was 
worthless. This practice should be lished by any 


board or commission in charge of road construction. It 


is oftentimes noticeabl it in versing a id 
the sharp turns and curves make the road considerably 
longer. The engineer should endeavor to build roads 
as straight as possible, leaving out all unnecessary turns 


and curves. In a long str of roadway this would 


mean quite a saving in travel. 


Steep grades should not be tolerated. A chain is n 
stronger than its weakest link, and for the same reason, 
one single steep hill between the farm and the market- 
place will determine the size of load that can be hauled 
over any road. Either the hill should be cut dowa or 
another location secured. It should borne in mind 
also that the bail of the kettle is no longer horizental 
than vertical; the same principle applies to grades. The 
distance is no greater to build around the side of the 
hill than to go directly over it There is no excuse, 
therefore, for a steep grade, and no permanent improve- 


ment should be attempted on a grade exceeding 6 per 
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The people are expecting and demanding that the 
roads be built for long, permanent service, and 
they had rather have less mileage and better ids than 
th everse When a covnty once votes bonds for road 
purposes, and the money is spent on roads of | 
quality and construction, it is always a difficult problem 


to have another bond issue in that county for any

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Everglades Commission Files Report. 


A dispatch from Tallahassee states that the trustees 
of the Internal Improvement Fund have received the 
report of the Everglades Engineering Commission on 
the drainage of tl Florida Kverglades. The report 
tates, in part, as Tollows 

“Onur conclusions, based on study of ascertained 
acts, is that the drainage of the Florida Everglades is 
ntirely practicable and can be accomplished at a cost 
which the value of the reclaimed land will justify, the 
cost per acre being very small. The solution of the 
Iiverglades drainage problem is primarily dependent 
upon the disposition to be made of the flood waters 
entering Lake Okeechobee from the north, and rec- 
ie shortest feasible route to the 


ommend a canal over t 
sea for controlling Lake Okeechobee. 

‘The present canals will, as a part of a broad, com 
prehensive system, be worth to the State every dollar 
that they have cost. They are there to serve a useful 
purpose in the great scheme of reclamation upon which 
the State has embarked—a scheme which has only to 
be earried to completion to make fertile fields of a 
watery waste and a populous lind where now no man 
dwells, We recommend a system of progressive drain- 
age, and that the entire area should be divided into 
separate districts, each capable of being drained sepa- 
rately and independently of any other district; also 
that the upper portion of the ‘glades, comprising ap- 
proximately 1,500,000 acres of land, or more than half 


the ’glades’ area proper, 


v drained immediately. The 
cost of drainage for this district is estimated at $3.20 
per acre above the money already expended The 
drainage of the district northeast of Lake Okeechobee 
and the district northwest of the lake should then fol- 
low. These should be drained at a cost of $3.50 and 
$3.70 per acre, respectively 

‘The above computations for approximately 2,000,- 
OOO acres in that part of the ‘glades’ where work is 
now being carvied on and around Lake Okeechobee fix 
the cost per acre at $3.64 for providing additional 
main canals The commission recommends that the 
southern and southwestern portion of the ‘glades’ and 
the territory adjoini on the west, comprising 1,900,- 
OOO acres, be not drained at the present time, but that 
the work in that locality be postponed for future de- 
velopment and until after the work laid out for the 
present is accomplished in the more northerly portion 


of the district. The cost of draining the remaining 


1.200.000 res of this southern and southwestern area 


100,000 acres of which are outside the drainage dis 


trict—is estimated to cost between $7 and $8 per acre. 
The cost of the large canal included in the foregoing 
estimates of costs per acre, necessary to be constructed 
for controlling Lak Okeechobee, should be borne

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HORN ISLAND GLASS SAND. 


A Mississippian’s Interest in Making It Com- 
mercially Available. 


Pascagoula, Miss., December 18. 
[Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record. ] 

On December 6 the writer received from the United 
States Geological Survey a letter in which the follow 
ing was written: 

“The Survey is interested in the occurrence of glass 
sand, and since you have shown a willingness to aid in 
the work, I take the liberty of asking you to send an- 
other sample of the sand from Horn Island. I should 
be pleased to have a specimen of the sand which was 
formerly used at that place for the making of glass. A 
mailing tube is sent by the same mail with a frank for 
its return.” 

I'resh specimens of the sand were obtained and im 
mediately forwarded to the Survey at Washington, 
which on December 10 wrote as follows: 

“The original sample of sand from Horn Island sent 
to the Survey was found yesterday, and the new sataple 
in the mailing tube arrived this morning. It has all 


the appearances of glass sand, and I have filed it with 


my collection, together with a sample of giass made 


from the same.” 

The United States Geodetic Survey charts Nos, 189 
and 1 show that Horn Island is a fraction over 15 
miles in length, and its north and south shores, as any- 
one may see that visits it, are to a depth on either shore 
of one-fourth of a mile immense sand dunes that 1ange 
from 10 to 30 feet in height. These dunes are pure 
white sand or glass sand. One standing on the sea 
beach at South Pascagoula on a clear day can easily 
see the sand dunes on Horn Island, seven miies away, 
and they seem to tower 10 to 12 feet into the air. Muak- 
ing the average height of these dunes at 10 feet and 
their depth at one-fourth of a mile, and 100 pounds of 
sand to a cubie foot, will give us 52.270,200 short tons 
of sand in sight. The United States Geological Survey, 
in a bulletin published this spring, stated that it re- 
quired 400,000 tons of glass sand annually to supply 
the glass blowers of this country alone, and that the 
price at that time was $1.40 per ton, and that the supply 
in sight, most of which came from Pennsylvania, was 
rapidly becoming depleted, and that it was important 
to find fresh supplies. 

What is glass sand? is a question that is a most perti 
nent one and one that is best answered in the words of 
1. Mendeleeff, the eminent Russian chemist. He says: 

“The purest or so-called quartz or glass sand is rarely 
found, and it is recognized by the absence of color, and 
also by the test that when shaken in water it does not 
form any turbidity, which shows the absence of clay. 
and when fused with bases it forms a colorless giuss.” 

IIorn Island sand has stood each of these tests, for 
some 30 years ago it was used for the making of glass 
at Moss Point, Miss., where the writer has himself been 
present a nuinber of times and has seen the glass blowers 
at work. The sand came from Horn Island, and the 
only fuel used to fuse the slag was the “slabs” from the 
neighboring sawmills, that were plentiful in those days. 
The factory was destroyed by fire and internal dissension 
among the stockholders. prevent its rehabilitation. 

Can the sand from Horn Island be used in the mahing 
of the higher grades of glass? is another and important 
question that has been asked time and time again, and 
one which can be answered in the affirmative and with 
out fear of contradiction, as we will show. The cele 
brated Bohemian glass is made by the fusion of 100 parts 
of white, or glass, sand with 50 parts of potassium car 
bonate and 15 parts of lime, and erystal glass is made 
by the fusion of 100 parts of oxide of silica or sand with 
“MO parts of carbonate of potash and 15 parts of oxide of 
lead, the oxide of lead taking the place of the lime in the 
mixture for Bohemian glass. Soluble glass, that is 
largely made and used for technical purposes and by 
dyers, is made by the fusion of sand, sodium and potas 
sium. 

“ITowever,” says Mendeleeff, “although the materials 
for the preparation of glass may be most carefully se- 
lected, a certain amount of oxide of iron gets into the 
glass, making it greenish.” This, however, can be easily 
removed, as he tells us, by adding io the slag a small 
quantity of manganese peroxide or arsenious anhydride, 
which converts the oxide of iron into ferric oxide, which 
volatilizes by the heat of the furnace and so escapes up 
the flume, leaving the glass pure. Colored glass is made 
by introducing into the slag various oxides, red gluss 
by adding oxide of copper, blue grass by oxide of cobalt, 
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green by oxide of chromium, violet by oxide of man- 
gfunese and yellow by oxide of iron, silver, antimony, «te, 
This list might be continued, and we might take uy a 
column or more of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD show 
ing the multifarious uses to which glass sand can be put 
in arts and manufactures. But what is here written is 
sufficient to show the great commercial importance of 
deposits of glass sand wheresoever they may be found.

The Birmingham Iron Market.

Birmingham, Ala., December 22 
Considering the fact that practically all lines of in- 
dustries begin to “take a breathing spell” during the 
previous week to Christmas and the holidays, in the way 
of preparing to start the new year with a “clean shect,” 
it is natural to expect a rather light business. Ilow- 
ever, notwithstanding this fact, the producing intervsts 
sold a fairly good tonnage during the past week. In 
round numbers, 9000 to 10,000 tons of pig-iron were 
sold for shipment the remainder of this year and through 
the first half of 1914. The furnace interests, while vot 
admitting a lower price than $11 per ton at the furnice, 
No. 2 foundry basis, do not seem to have maintained 
this price uniformly. It is known that some sales live 
heen made as low as $10.50 per ton at the furnace. lor 
an iron carrying silicon seantly within the bounds of an 
ordinary No. 2 foundry iron, $10.50 per ton at the 
furnace is obtainable, and for an iron more libera! in 
silicon, say a strictly No. 2 soft iron, $11 per ton at the 
furnace is obtainable, and a good tonnage of the lust- 
named iron was booked during the week. The bulk of 
the sales for the week were confined to the South. Ship- 
ments have not been continued at as rapid a rate as lias 
been the case for several weeks past, but this is largely 
due to the fact that consumers do not want to show a 
very large stock of iron on their yards at the beginning 
of the new year. There is less free and warrant ition 
piled on the yards of the furnace companies of the dis 
trict than for several months past. The total tonn:ge 
of free iron is less than 100,000 tons. Every indication 
points to the belief that by February of next year con- 
ditions will have adjusted themselves to such an extent 
that buyers will be safe in covering themselves for tivir 
entire first half requirements, The furnace interests 
are well taken care of up until that period. With thie 
currency question settled there is no legislation in sight 
to tend to disturb business conditions. The Tennesse 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Co. received a substantial steel 
rail order from the Southern Pacific Railroad Co. for 
use on its Sunset line between New Orleans and El 
Paso, and FE] Paso and beyond. The American Stee! & 
Wire Co. is making every effort possible to get its plant 
in operation by the first of next year, which will act as 
u substantial feeder for the products of the Tennessee 
Company at Ensley. The Gulf States Steel Co. blew 
in its basic producing furnace at Alabama City last 
week, it having sufficient business in hand to insur 
steady operation well into the first quarter of 1914. 
Within the past two weeks the coal and coke markets 
have taken on renewed activity. Many of the coal op 
ators are far behind on deliveries of steam coal, foundry 
and smelter coke. This is partly due to the fact tl 
the experienced manufacturers realize that it is well 
stock their available space in anticipation of the usual 
holiday shut-downs. There was a brisk movement 
coke into the Western territory, due to the fact t 
users on the Pacific coast desired to take advantagt 
the $S freight rate, which was raised to $10 per ton, 
effective December 10. The Alabama Company was 
the successful bidder on the coat requirements of 
Birmingham Railway, Light & Power Co., which was
